President H arding has hud bad luck 
in his N orth C arolina appointm ents 
R ight on the heels of the Republican 
attack upon Mr. Hlair of that State, 
nom inated as Com m issioner of 
In 
ternal Revenue, come the filing 
of 
violent objections to another 
N orth 
Carolinian, 
Mr. 
F rank Linney. 
H 
was nam ed by the President as F ed ­ 
eral District A ttorney. 
In last y e a r’s 
cam paign he was C hairm an of the Rt 
publican S tate Com mittee, and in th a t 
capacity issued an appeal to the wo 
men of North Carolina. 
In it he u rg ­ 
ed them not to believe the reports th a t 
the Republican were trying to “o r­ 
ganize the negro women 
to the end 
th a t they m ay be voted at the com ing 
election.” Mr. 
Linney 
pledged 
“ strictly white Governemrrt.” He also 
assured “ the good women of the S tate 
th a t in the 
future 
the Republican 
P a rty ’s polity will be to let the ne­ 
gro stay out of politics.” 
It is obviously a bit awkurd for a 
m an holding these views to have been 
nominated by a President who declar­ 
ed in his speech of acceptance, last 
July, “ 1 believe the negro citizens of 
Am erica should be guaranteed the en­ 
joym ent of all their nights, th a t they 
have earned the full m easure of citi­ 
zensh ip 
bestowed.” 
Hut the M etho­ 
dist Hisho'ps and others who are now 
protesting against the appointm et of 
Mr. Linney ought to bear in mind the 
heavy obligations 
under which the 
President lies. 
Both these N orth C a r­ 
olina gentlem en were “ original H a rd ­ 
ing m en” a t the Chicago Convention, 
and the whole system of political m an­ 
agem ent would break down if 
they 
were not strengthened in the 
p a rty 
faith by getting offices. 
It is under­ 
stood th a t Mr. D augherty, the A tto r­ 
ney General and m anager of the H a r­ 
ding cam paign, is ready to give

N orth Carolina they speak disrespect­ 
fully of the party bargains which he 
made calling them “ the hog com bine”, 
b u t this cgm be only for the purpose 
of m aking trouble for the A dm inis­ 
tration.— New York Times.

W ashington, May 24.— The solidar­ 
ity with which th e block of m em bers 
of congress 
from 
the farm 
sta tes 
are organizing 
to push 
through a 
program of legislation asked by the 
agricultural interests m arks the most 
significant developm ent in law m aking 
in recent years. 


Divisions in congress in the 
past 
have been along party lines. 
But in 
this m ovem ent no attention w hatever 
is paid to p arty . 
D em ocrats 
from 
G eorgia or Texas are found w orking 
side by side with 
Republicans from 
Kansas or Iowa. In fact, it represents 
a com plete breaking down of the old 
sectional lines with the South 
and 
middle W est, standing more closely 
together than any other sections. 


Inform al caucuses of so-called farm 
mem bers have not been infrequent in 
the past, but they 
generally 
m et 
only when some bill of g re a te st im­ 
portance to the farm regions cam e up 
and were designed to devise m eans of 
getting th a t bill through.

President Harding has had bad luck 
in his North Carolina appointments. 
Right on the heels of the Republican 
attack upon Mr. Blair of that State, 
nominated as Commissioner of 
In­ 
ternal Revenue, come the filing 
of 
violent objections to another 
North 
Carolinian, 
Mr. 
Frank Linney. 
He 
was named by the President as Fed­ 
eral District Attorney. 
In last year's 
campaign he was Chairman of the Re 
publican State Committee, and in that 
capacity issued an appeal to the wo­ 
men of North Carolina. In it he urg­ 
ed them not to believe the reports that 
the Republican were trying to “or 
ganize the negro women 
to the end 
that they may be voted at the coming 
election.” Mr. 
Linney 
pledged 
"strictly white Governemnt.” He also 
assured “the good women of the State 
that in the future 
the Republican 
P arty’s policy will be to let the ne­ 
gro stay out of politics.” 
It is obviously a bit awkard for a 
man holding these views to have been 
nominated by a President who declar 
ed in his speech of acceptance, last 
July, “I believe the negro citizens of 
America should be guaranteed the en­ 
joyment of all their nights, that they 
have earned the full measure of citi­ 
zenship 
bestowed.” 
But the Metho 
dist Bishops and others who are now 
protesting against the appointmet of 
Mr. Linney ought to bear in mind the 
heavy obligations

President lies. Both these North Car 
olina gentlemen were “original Hard 
ing men” at the Chicago Convention 
and the whole system of political man 
agement would break down if 
they 
were not strengthened in the 
party 
faith by getting offices. 
It is under 
stood that Mr. Daugherty, the Attor 
ney General and manager of the Har 
ding campaign, is ready to give 
legal opinion to that effect.

North Carolina they apeak disrespect 
fully of the party bargains which he 
made calling them “the hog combine” 
but this can be only for the purpose 
of making trouble for the Ad minis 
tration.—New York Times.

FARM MEASURES 
fiETFIRST CALL 


Washington, May 24.—The solidar­ 
ity W'ith which the block of members 
of congress from the farm states 
are organizing 
to push 
through a 
program of legislation asked by the 
agricultural interests marks the most 
significant development in lawmaking 
in recent years. 
Divisions in congress in the 
past 
have been along party lines. 
But in 
this movement no attention whatever 
is paid to party. 
Democrats 
from 
Georgia or Texas are found working 
side by side with 
Republicans from 
Kansas or Iowa. In fact, it represents 
a complete breaking down of the old 
sectional lines with the South 
and 
middle West, standing more closely 
together than any other sections. 
Informal caucuses of so-called farm 
members have not been infrequent in 
the past, but they 
generally 
met 
only when some bill of greatest im­ 
portance to the farm regions came up 
and were designed to devise means of 
getting that bill through. 
In the last 
few weeks a thorough going farm or­ 
ganization 
has 
been completed 
in 
each house of congress, with designat­ 
ed leaders apart from party leaders, 
to steer the course of the agricultural 
measures. 
In the Senate, with Kenyon of Iowa 
as chairman, subcommittees were ap­ 
pointed of farm members to consider 
the various proposals of legislation. 
For example, there is one committee 
of senators that is 
going over 
the 
many proposals for extending more 
liberal banking credit to the farmer. 
This committee has before it measures 
designated to make 
possible easier 
credit loans 
on 
growing 
crops, on 
warehouse 
receipts, 
on 
ktfneae or 
farm implements. 
^ 
The subcommittee will attem pt 
to 
agree upon the 
best 
plan or some 
member of it will introduce a hill or 
the bills agreed upon. 
Of course the 
bill then will have to run the gam ut 
of the regular senatorial committee, 
be the subject of hearings and prob 
ably receive amendments. But instead 


of scattering their effort behind many 
measures and getting nothing passed, 
it is the intention of the farm block 
to back the bills agreed upon by the 
“farm organization” and attem pt to 
get them through. 
Likewise the subcommittees of Sen­ 
ators, named by the permanent farm 
conference in the senate will take up 
the other subjects the 
farm ers are 
interested in, prepare legislation or if 
it is already introduced and before 
the senate, act as a steering commit­ 
tee to further its passage. 
This same sort of farm organization 
that has been set up in the Senate of 
of 
farm members, irrespective 
of 
party, is being built in the house as 
well. 
Similar subcommittees of the 
house farm conference” have been 
named to prepare legislation and to 
act as steering committees to get the 
members lined up behind the bills for 
pansage. 
From time to time, the senate and 
the house farm conference will hold 
caucuses. 
The entire farm block will 
agree upon just what bills it will back 
and then the whole 
weight of the 
farm vote 
will 
be 
thrown behind 
them. 
It is a complete reversal of 
the 
old order of things when the respec­ 
tive political parties have been par­ 
ticularly active from the outside in 
deciding what measures to support. 
The American Farm Bureau Federa­ 
tion has been particularly from the 
outside in encouraging 
this “inside*” 
organization of the farm members of 
congress. 
How the experiment will 
work out remains to be seen, but it 
promises to do more to shatter 
and 
bring down party 
lines in congress 
than any other movement for many 
years.

Poisoned bait for field mice which 
have been reducing the stand of mel­ 
ons in Southeast Missouri has been 
recommended by the horticultural de­ 
partment of the College of Agricul­ 
ture as follows: 
One ounce of strychnia sulphate dis­ 
solved in a pint of boiling water. Add 
one pint of thick sirup and stir. Th*« 
sirup may be scented 
with a 
few 
drops of anise to attract mice 
and 
conceal strychnine. 
Soak half bush­ 
el oats, wheat, com or oatmeal 
in 
solution over night. 
If solution 
is 
too we>t for feed to absorb, add 
a 
little dry oatmeal. 
If too dry. add 
a little water. 
Place six or seven bait trap* 
in 
evtiry second or third row of melons if 
mice 
are 
numerous. 
Place 
.a few 
grains of the treated seed under 
a 
short board or shingle and put 
a 
cross stick under one end so the mice 
will be encouraged to hide beneath the 
board when they find the bait. 
This 
method will protect the birds so badly 
needed to help control the insects that 
are certain to be presnt following

mild winter.

Mot the smallest wrinkle was discern­ 
ible on his brow, nor an approach to 
a furrow on any part of his counten­ 
ance. 
His health ami spirits, judg­ 
ing from appearances, were excellent, 
though at this period, it w*as general­ 
ly believed in England that he was 
sinking fast under a complication of 
diseases, and that his spirits were en­ 
tirely gone. 
His manner of speaking 
was rather slow than otherwise, and 
perfectly distinct; ami he waited with 
great patience and kindness for my 
answers to his questions. 
The bril­ 
liant and some times dagzzling ex­ 
pression of his eye could not be ov«*r- 
looked. 
It was not, however, a per­ 
manent luster, for it Was only

markable

by 
some point of particular interest.

is impossible to imagine an expres­ 
sion of more entire mildness. 1 may 
almost call it of benignity ami kindli- 
nes, than that which played over his 
features during the whole interview. 
If, therefore, he was at this time out 
of health and low spirits, his power 
of self command must have been even 
more extraordinary than is (generally 
supposed; for his wuole denoTtmer.t, 
his conversation, and the expression 
of his face, indicated a fram e in per­ 
fect 
health, 
and 
a mind at ea«e.’’ 
This intreview’ was held in August, 
1817. 
About a year after his health be­ 
gan to fail to an extent to alarm his 
physician advised him that he must 
continue his physical exercise which 
of late he had dropped. 
Napoleon de- 
elarde in answer that he would not 
take any more exercise so long as h« 
was exposed to the challenge of En­ 
glish Agitries of the island as he had 
been stjie his arrival there. His phy 
sictan demurred at his patient’s ob 
stinacy ami Napoleon replie«!: "That 
which is written, is written, our days 
are reckoned". To all prescriptions he 
apposed a like determination. “Doc­ 
tor”, he sai«l in October,’ 1820,

physicking; we are a machine mad 
to live; we are organized for that 
purpose, and such is our nature; do 
not counteract the living principle

From the lf»th to the 25th of April 
1821, he occupied «himself with draw­ 
ing up his will in which he bequeath­ 
ed his orders and a specimen of every 
article in his wardrobe to this son. On

W idespread and severe infestations 
are reported throughout the central 
Mississippi Valley region, starting in 
N orthern Texas, 
through Oklahoma, 
Kansas and Missouri, touching 
Ne­ 
braska and extending across Illinois 
and Indiana into Michigan. 
The chinch bugs, latest advices say, 
are. breeding in considerable num bers 
in the St. Louis neighborhood. 
The 
farm res have been w atching the pest 
more closely 
than 
usual, but all of 
them do not realise there is danger 
that their com may be damaged more 
than last year. 
A report from the bureau says: 
“The bugs are certain to migTate 
when the wheat ripens, and the com 
will be so backward th at the dam age 
is likely to be very severe. 
It is well 
to expect the bugs to begin m igrating 
to corn as soon as the w heat butts be­ 
gin to harden. 
Any barrier work or 
creosote repellent line work should be­ 
gin then to be effective, as the bugs 
will m igrate in increasing numbers as 
the wheat stalk ripens. 
The binder 
will shake loose those not already out, 
and stragglers will continue to mi­ 
grate for five to fifteen days 
after 
harvest. 
B arriers, therefore, m ust be 
maintained from the time of m igra­ 
tion for two or three weeks.”
